BULGARIA'S PATRIOT DEAD. 


The Great Minister Dies of His Terrible 


Wounds this Morning. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


SOFIA, July 18.-Ex-PrimeMinisterStam- 


buloff of Bulgaria is dead. He passed 
away early this morning of the terrible 
wounds he received when assaulted Mon- 
day evening in the streets of Sofia. 


This has terminal 5d one of the dark- 


est and most mysterious political murders 
in European history. The dead statesman, 
it will be remembered, was attacked by 
four men when - defenceless and on his' 
home from a social club. Two of the as- 
sassins shot him time and again with re- 
volvers while the other two villains re- 
peatedly plunged their daggers into him. 
The victim received more than twenty 
wounds, and unconscious and bleeding 
was left for dead in the street. In raising 
liis hands in self-defense, so severely were 
his wrists cut that both hands had to be 
amputated, and the doctors gave but little 
hop,; from the first. So great had bee 
the loss of blood and so great the shock to 
the nervous system that M. Stambuloff 
had no chance to battle for life. 
He has 


remained unconscious most of the time 
since the attack was made on him. Yes 
tcrday morning he revived and showed 
some hopeful signs. 
He was conscious 


and the doctors even hoped for his life. 
Last evening he grew wo-'se. '/.His pulse 
quickened, a high fever set in and h'e' be-' 
c.Mne unconscious. This was the begin- 
ning of the end. All last night he lingered 
in this feverish, half-conscious condition 
until life left him this morning. 


Mr. Stambuloff yesterday morning gave 


the authorities the names of the men who 
attacked him, and among them he includ- 
ed his own coachman ivho so readily 
allowed the c.n-riage to be stopped by the 
assassins. 


All Europe is aroused over this murder. 


Russia is strongly suspected of having in- 
stigated the murder, bccaused Stambuloft 
opposed Russia in all her advances on 
Bulgaria and was the people's idol. 
Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria is also 
stionply suspected of being back of the 
assassination of his former great minister 
whom he has deserted and now hates, be- 
cause he is now in league with Kussian 
powcia. 


btambuloff was a stern, calculating Bul- 


garian patriot. He was the center of 
Russian opposition. He has been the 
foremost man in Bulgaria for a dozen 
yeurs and kept his prince on the throne, 
till the latter decided to accept the Rus- 
sian alliance, and Bulgarian liberty and 
independence was lost. 


This deed darkens the war cloud in 


Europe. Russia is more suspected of m- 
tripue and advance on new territory than 
ever. Every capital in Europe is talking 
of the crime and its meaning.

A WELL KEPT GARDEN. 


Quantities of Fruits and Vegetables On a 


Small Piece of Ground. 


Jeremiah Wilbur of Church street has 


one of the cleanest and most prol'fic gar- 
dens to be found in this section. It is 
situated in the rear of hia residence and, 
though not large, yields a generous quan- 
tity of choice fruits and vegetables as well 
as a fair assortment of flowers. Mr. Wil- 
bur is in his seventy-ninth year, and yet 
all the work in the garden is done by 
himself. He spades the ground in the 
spring, plants the garden and takes care 
of it entirely unaided. And from one end 
to the other the garden shows the best of 
care. There is not a weed to be found, 
but the most thrifty 
garden crops 


of all kinds. 
There are several kinds 


of sweet corn, one being from seed 
sent to Mr. Wilbur 
by 
Congress- 


man Wright. 
This is a very large 


variety of evergreen corn, It grows from 
twelve to fourteen feet high and the ears 
grow on the stalks at a height which com- 
pels a man of ordinary stature to reach up 
for them. Mr. Wilbur has some unusually 
thrifty tomato vines, and his beets, peas, 
beans and other vegetables all look very 
fine. In the garden are many fruit trees, 
all of which, with two exceptions, were 
set out by Mr. Wilber. 
One of the pear 


trees is sc heavily laden that it was found 
necessary to support many of the limbs, 
and this Mr. Wilbur has done in a novel, 
but sensible way. 
Instead of propping 


the limbs with poles one pole was set by 
the side of the trunk. This pole reaches 
to the top of the tree and to it are attach- 
ed ropes which support the limbs. 
This 


leaves the space under the tree clear and 
the support cannot be removed by wind, 
as is so often the case with props. The 
arrangement is of Mr. Wilbur's own de- 
signing and seems to be a most excellent 
one. 
Besides the fruits and vegetables j 


there are numerous flowers and ferns, and 
the garden is indeed a pleasant place to 
visit. Mr. Wilbur takes a great deal of 
comfort in caring for it and is well re- 
warded for his labor by such returns as 
natural forces when properly cultivated 
seldom fail to make.

PRESIDENT CARTER'S HEPORT. 


The annual report of the president of 


Williams college for 1884-95 is on our 
desk. It gives an outline of the work 
done for the fourteenth year of Dr. Car 
ter's administration, states the necessities 
of the college, and outlines the plans and 
work of the corning year. 


No one consideration receives so much 


anxious attention from the president as 
the college's finances. That Williams is 
not overburdened with money, or hasn't 
even sufficient resources to carry on the 
constantly widening field of college work, 
is apparent from these prefatory remarks 
found in the report: "The 
increased 


necessity for economy in the administra- 
tion of the college will be apparent. If at 
the same time the possibility that unex- 
pected help may arise is suggested, it is 
certainly plain that a large addition to 
our resources is required for the most 
efficient maintenance of even our present 
curriculum, and it is not probable that 
our funds will be much enlarged except 
by the hearty co-operation of all inter- 
ested." 
In dealing with the proposed 


work of the different departments for the 
next year, it is also noticed taut in several 
instances, "in the interest of economy," 
tbe work has been confined to narrower 
limits than if the treasury were in a fatter 
condition. 


Speaking of tbe largely increased work 


in modern languages Dr. drier says: 
" The first catalogue after I became presi- 
dent, that of 'SI-'82, gives the names of 
one professor and one instructor in ttiis 
department. The whole number of hours 
of instruction per ueek during that year 
in the modern languages wat, fourteen. 
Ttio catalogue the past year has oonuine.i 
t se names of two professors, one assistant 
pioffibor and one instructor with tae 
wuole .lumber of hours of instruction per 
uutk lony-three 
The hours have been 


mostly employed in teaching French and 
German, but there has be<.n an elective 
bo;b in Italian and Spanish. 


I'i-of. Goodrich who was last year ap- 


p in t_ti to give instruction in German and 
lustory, mid who was formerly engaged in 
teaching in North 
Adams, is highly 


spoken of as having achieved "marked 
sucutss" in his work. Mr. Harrington of 
the class of '93, who has been assistant in 
biology during the year and who toott up 
Mr. Spauldiug'g work the last i'ew weeks 
of the closing term in Drury, is mentioned 
•i ii:iving been appointed assistant in the 
b oljgical laboratory of Columbia college. 


President Carter evidently has a soft 


place in his heart for the much persecuted 
Greek language, and believes ths classical 
student is yet a little the highest species 
ttudiosua. He says in speaking of the 
new scientific course that does not require 
Greek: "The possibility of securing a 
degree by the new course has not brought 
students of a grade, on the whole, equal 
with the average of those who enter the 
old classical course. 


In dealing with donations and legacies, 


the report shows that the amounts paid 
into the treasury for the year aggregated 
f53,425. The largest two items were the 
balance of 
the famous Faycrweather 


legacy, 
¥14,250; and the 
Souberbeille 


estate for Horace F. Clark scholarship, 
$20,000. 


President Carter dwells at length on the 


fact that for the first time in the college 
history bouses belonging to the college 
in which the professors live were taxed. 
This is deemed wrong as "under the 
Massachusetts law, personal property and 
real estate necessary to the ongoing of the 
college are not taxed." President Carter 
holds that college property of this kind 
Dlnewherc in the state is not so taxed. 
The seeming antagonism to the college on 
the port of the town is thus spoken of: 


Tiic immense honor that Willi ims col- 


lege has brought to this community, which 
must be aware that elegant houses have 
been built here and the taxable property 
of the town largely augmented and an im- 
mense increase added to the value- of tho 
real estate, because the college is here, 
the growing antagonism to the college 
appears stratip-e. But the situation of the 
eoll-'ge,-covering both sides of the main 
street, and the rapid growth in buildings 
combine to present a monument, visible 
and imposing of our resources,—.1 monu- 
ment however whose largeness is hardly 
borne out by the condition of tbe treas- 
ury. It Las been easy to accentuate ditfer- 
snces and to excite hostility in a rapidly 
changing- community, somewhat intent 
on securing reductions in its own taxa- 
tions, arid not altogether impressed per- 
h ips with the advantages of a college to 
the community. I cannot help hoping 
that as time passes a kindlier feeling and 
i fuller appreciation of the acr.mil value 
Df the presence in the community of such 
ii bo-iy of men as compose our faculty 
may arise. 


In regard to athletics, it seems to us* 


President Carter takes a wholesome and 
:ommendable position. He is not blind 
to the serious dangers to the first purpose 
of college life coming from an exagger- 
ated estimate of the worth of athletics. 
He says in part: 


Tae whole subject of athletics has be- 


some to many of the maturer friends of 
ihe college a source of great anxiety. The 
inivereities spend very large sums and -et 
i swift pace, and colleges tho size of Wil- 
liams cannot keep up with it, except un- 
3er a great strain and it is feared with 
letriment to tbe serious purposes of col- 
lege life. The questions involved in the 
relation of intercollegiate athletics to the 
work of the college are now serious and 
pressing. Every trus friend of the smaller 
jollege will be slow to admit the principle 
[Uat a decline in the standards of scholar- 
ship can be allowed for the sake of ath- 
letic enjoyment. The community seems 
so be laying undue emphasis on physical 
wntests aud the consequent newspaper

renown. There will surtly' be a. reaction 
from these conditions and the quieter and 
more academical spirit must be restored, 
or serious loss will arise. 


While Williams college may be in need 


of money, it is yet cue of the best of New 
England's conservative, thorough, Chris- 
tian colleges, advancing along the tried 
and approved lines of education. 


Never did David B. Hill and his dema- 


gogismget a more thorough exposing 
than at the hands of Mr. Roosevelt in the 
rooms of the Good Government club in 
New York city the other evening. The 
president ot the police commission said 
in speaking of Hill's desire not to have 
the Sunday closing laws enforced in New 
York: "I do not usually ascribe motives, 
and I would ordinarily hesitate, in speak- 
ing of a United States Scnitor, to say that 
his Governor and his legislature (for he 
controlled them both absolutely) deliber- 
ately enacting a law which they deliber- 
ately intended to be dishonest y executed; 
but I do not have to ascribe motives in 
tbis case, for Senator Hill's letter is in 
effect a frank avowal that these were the 
motives which actuated the Tammany 
Legislature that passed the present law. 
Senator Hill's assault upon honest «n- 
forcement is tantamount, to the admis- 
sion, in tj>e~nrst place, tuat it never had 
been honest y enforced before; and, in 
the next place, ttut he had never ex- 
pected it to tr; honestly enforced. He 
kept silent while tlie law which his peo- 
ple had put in the statue books was con 
u niptuously violated in the interest o 
coriuption. A more humiliating position 
was never taken by a public man than 
this) position which has been taken by 
Stnator Hill." 
And Hill is the man 


who, 
it is said, can dive deeper, come up 


nabtjer and appear cleaner than any Dem 
ocrat alive. He is not so clean appearing 
however, this time.

ILL-FATEDJRICSSON, 


Another Accident Aboard the Western 


Unlit Torpedo Boat. 


Five Men Were Almost Boiled 


to Death. 


Further Trials Delayed by ths Unfortunate 


Bursting of a Steam Pipe. 


NEW LONDON, Conn., July 18.— The 


worst ftccidont. that has as yet happened to 
the torpedo boat Ericsson occurred yester- 
day afternoon. She was out on the Sound 
for a run, when a steam pipe burst, shock- 
ingly scalding five men. The men were 
all connected with the engineer's deport- 
ment of the Ericsson. 


Their names are: Austin Williams, 


junior engineer; David C/qdy, junior en- 
gineer; Joseph Hamilton, junior engineer; 
William 
Merwin, 
rnuchimstj 
Jacob 


Striuskey, engineer. 


THE ERICSSON. 


The accident occurred while the Erics- 


son was between Bartlett's reef and Corn- 
3eld. The injured men were brought to 
the marine liospifal in thia city by the 
lighthouse stoamer Cactus and their 
wounds were dressed. 
They were then 


transferred to tho Bacon House, where 
they are under the care of physicians. 


The torpedo boat left the harbor at about 


9 o'clock in the morning for a speed run 
down tho Sound. It was not intended tc 
cover the course laid out for the official 
trial, but only to run two miles nuclei 
trial conditions. On board, in addition tc 
tlie crow, were Lieutenant Usher of the 
United States navy, and Assistant Super- 
intendent Hopkins of the Iowa iron works, 
at which tho Ericsson was built, who U 
hero in charge of the vessel. 


The Ericsson was proceeding under f» 


vorable conditions and gradually iucrens 
ing her power until tho speed should 
reach full trial conditions. 
She had 


reached the rate of 28 knots, and was be- 
ing pushed toward the 29-knot speed, 
when an explosion occurred which shook 
the entire craft. A volume of step-in which 
began pouring out of the hatchway, and 
the immediate stopping of tlie starboard 
engine, indicated where the trouble was. 


Mingled with the sound of escaping 


steam came the cries of men, and five of 
them pushed their way blindly out of the 
engine room and tell writhing in agony 
upon the d-jck. The high pressure luid 
burst one of the immense hot water pipes. 
Tho mc'ii'n bodies from the wfiiet up 


Were Terribly Scalded. 


Jjightliciu.se fonder Cactus happened to 


bo near at hand, and she immediately 
catne alongside, and the men were placed 
on board. The Cactus made all haste to 
this city, and the'injured men were soon 
in charge of doctors. 


Neither of the men could prive any in- 


formation as to how the accident occurred. 
AH they know la that there was a loud ex- 
plosion and they were suddenly enveloped 
in a cloud of scalding strain mid a deluge 
of boiling waser, which nearly burned 
them to death before tjiey could reach the 
opon air, 


Ericsson, with one engine disabled, re- 


turned to this harbor. No examination of 
the o) g no room co.nld be made to deter- 
mine ihu cause of the accident, as the 
escaping steam had heated everything to 
a boiling point, so that no one could enter 
the room to make a close examination of 
the machinery. Superintendent Hopkins 
said last evening that he believed the acci- 
dent occurred to the low pressure cylinder 
of the starboard ongine, by which the 
cylinder-head was broken out and smash- 
ing what is known as the by-pass pipe. 


It is said the Ericsson's speed yesterday 


was greater than she has yet made, but 
the officials decline to give out the actual 
figures. Her contract calls for 21 knots, 
but she has, it is claimed, made close to 30 
in preliminary runs. 


Until an examination is made, it will 


not be known how muoh delay the acci- 
dent will cause In the further trials of the 
vessel.

Bulgar, for, despite his Slnvic name, there 
is little Slavic blood in his veins;>hoisa 
Turanian, and has ever hated the Slavs as 
have his Hungarian kinsmen. His very 
face proclaims his blood; it is strikingly 
like that of a. Chinaman. A short, stout 
man, 
with a round face, a black mustache 


and small, gray eyes—such in personal ap- 
pearance is the mun now hovering between 
life and death in Sofia, guarded with tiger- 
like fierceness by his wife. 


What Bulgaria is todav is due almost 


solely to the valor and wisdom and in- 
domitable will of this young statesman. 
For years he has held the whole Russian 
empire at bay, single handed. The other 
powers of Europe have sympathized with 
him, but have given him no practical 
support. 
Open attack aud secret in- 


trigue he has alike baffled. Assassination 
he has hitherto defied, though it has often 
been tried tigainst him. 


Ho has resisted Russian aggression; he 


has beaten Scrvia in the fleld and Greece 
in the courts; he has made Bulgaria a 
nation and created a national 
public 


spirit, and he has, at 
42 years of 


age, placed himself worthily In rank 
among the leading statesmen of Europe. 
Not only lias he done all this, but he, too, 
would have made his sovereign's throne 
secure had Ferdinand submitted to his 
dictation.
